8iz,—T am much obliged for the parti-- 
culars given by **One who has come from 
Madras” relating to the -practice of storm 
signalling at that place, and I am glad to 
‘learn that the: information-received by me 
from others is not quéptioned. I can quite 
understand that the gentleman who has 
oharge of the department is fallible, and I 
admit that one drawback to the adoption 
of w similgr’ institution in this benighted 
place, is the fear that needless false ms 
will be given and great inconvenioncs be 
thereby caused, - As regards vessela’ being 
wrecked ot Madras when attempting to 
obey the order “cut and elip,”. such 
accidents are inevitable at times owing to 
the wind almost invatiably blowing on 
shore, and they will often perhaps be found 
.to arise from inaufilcient, time having been 
given by the authorities; for it cannot’ be 
disputed, 1 imagine, that ships are safer at 
sea when-a storm is blowiag, than in an 
open road-stead subject to aea and wind as 
mentioned.
